ter the galleries. The Oregon delegation 
had m any visitors at its rooms near by, 
where an attractive exhibit was made of 
the products of that State. 


APPEARANCE of t h e h a li.. 
The ladies of Lyon Relief Corps, No. 6, 
had succeeded in decorating the hall in a 
tasteful m anner, the stage being profusely 
ornamented w ith flowers and 
growing 
vines. On the stage, near th e Commander- 
in-Chief, was a stand, with a beautiful al­ 
bum, the latter containing a photograph of 
every l ’ost Commander in New York, from 
the inception of the Order up to the present 
time. 
It was a gift from the New York to 
the California Departm ent. On one side of 
the stage was displayed the elegaut woven 
banner which attracted so much attention 
in the procession of the preceding day. 
Altogether the general effect of the decora­ 
tions and arrangem ent of the hall was ex­ 
cellent. 


OPEXIKO OK THE ENCAMPMENT. 
Proceedings were commenced with Com- 
mander-in-Gbief llurdette in the chair, lo­ 
wborn the assemblage was called to order. 
Prayer was delivered by Rev. L. 11. Stew­ 
art,' Cbaplain-in-Cbief. 
Some difficulty 
was found in proceeding with the roll-call, 
owing to the fact that m any inaccuracies 
appeared in the list of names. 
For this 
reason the entire forenoon was consumed 
w ithout any business of im portance hav­ 
ing been accomplished. 


REPORT OF THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF. 
The reading of the annual report of Com­ 
mander-in-Chief Burdette was the first 
business in order, 
lie dwelt upon the fact 
that the Grand A rm y had journeyed, upon 
its peaceful mission, “ from the m anor 
house of the pilgrim State” to the lurther 
shore of the country, and " hear w ith glad­ 
ness the music of waves which sing our 
anthem where yesterday the starry flag was 
but a strange device, 
lt lias been the lot 
of the Grand A rm y to compass the land it 
helped to save. 
Our feet, w hilst yet ' shod 
with the lightnings of war,’ knew by toil­ 
some m arch the highways and byways of 
the South ; our peaceful progress had led by 
pleasant paths to the Eastern shore, to the 
northern border, through the loyal center 
to the m ountain slope, and now at length 
beside the ‘ peaceful seas-,’ having seen of 
all its greatness, whilst yet our strength 
remains, with united voice we salute again 
our dear country, and bless the God of the 
fathers that it was his good pleasure to 
privilege us to stand in the battle for its 
unity, and to preserve so m any of us to be 
partakers of its glories.” 


TOSTS AND MEMBERSHIP. 
The report recites that on the 31st day of 
March. 1885, there were 3S departments, 
5.020 posts and 
200,004 members. 
On 
March 31, 1SS0, the oflicial returns showed 
38 departm ents, 5,705 posts, and a member­ 
ship in good standing of 295,337. This is a 
net gain during the year of 739 posts and 
25,643 comrades. 
D istinguishing between 
those actually suspended for non-payment 
of dues, and the aggregate mem bership of 
posts noted as suspended for failure to send 
in their reports (as the system of returns 
now enables to be done), and counting as 
in good standing in delinquent posts the 
num ber so appearing by their last return, 
gives a membership, on M arch 31st last, of 
299.087. 
T he num ber of comrades rem aining 
members of the Grand A rm y of the Re­ 
public is 326,499. During the year 54.140 
m em bers were dropped or suspended. The 
causes leading to this unwelcome state of 
facts arc various. Some who do not lind 
their seitish schemes realized drop out, 
others grow- careless or indifferent, and 
others again with advancing age or in poor 
financial circumstances do not report for 
active duty. 
FINANCES. 
The account current of the Q uarter­ 
master-General shows the balar.ee of cash 
on hand June 30, 1886. $23,864 09. 
On 
June 30,1885, it was $12,006 46, so that the 
net receipts for the year were $11,857 63. 
The presence of this* surplus fund raises 
two im portant 
questions: 
should 
the 
charges be cut oil' or limited, and what 
shall be done with present and future ac­ 
cum ulations to insure their safety and get 
some interest return ? The Commander-in- 
Chief suggests the reduction of the price 
of the m em bership badge to 35 cents, and 
recommends the investm ent of the surplus 
in United States bonds. 


RELIEF FOR MEMBERS. 
In the annual report of the Adjutant- 
General. accompanying, it is shown that 
the sum expended during the year for 
charitable purposes was $176,259 S7, but the 
report of the Inspector-General shows an 
expenditure under this head, for the same 
period, by but 4,916 Posts out of the 5,765 
now in existence, of $205,673 90, and as 
rem aining in 
the 
relief 
fund 
$301,­ 
012 76. TheCom m ander-in-Chief refers to 
these tigures, both for congratulation und 
com plaint: congratulation that our great 
principles of fraternity and charity still 
have exemplification, and complaint that 
the proper officers of m any of the Posts fail 
to m ake due record and report on this head. 
Except in one instance, the Commander- 
in-Chief saw nothing in thecondition of the 
departm ents which required special re­ 
m ark. 
This was in New York, where cer­ 
tain alleged delinquencies occurring in the 
D epartm ent of New York were made the 
subject of newspaper surmise. 
Under the 
circumstances it was deemed judicious to 
order a special inspection of the departm ent 
records, which was thoroughly and con­ 
scientiously done. 


THE BELIEF CORPS. 
Referring to the W om an’s Relief Corps, 
the Commander-in-Chief says it has already 
become the recognized auxiliary of the 
Grand A rm y of the Republic. 
On the 
31st of last March there were 828 corps, 
with 30,728 members. The charitable ex­ 
penditures for the three-quarters of the 
past year were $15,000. 


PENSIONS. 
The Committee on Pensions reports the 
whole num ber of persons upon the jiension 
rolls from 1861 to Ju n e 3, 1886. to be 561,­ 
881, and the am ount paid to these persons 
during that period is $830,840,020 18. The 
United States G overnm ent has been so 
great in her generous justice on the sub­ 
ject of pensions that it is but due to ac­ 
knowledge it. 


THE DEATH ROLL. 
During the past year the Great Reaper 
lias gathered from the Grand Army field 
3.020 comrades. Am ong those are the sev­ 
enth Commander-in-Chief, Rev. W in. Earn- 
shaw, and the im m ortal names of U. S. 
Grant, George IL McClellan and Winfield 
8cntt Hancock have been added to the list 
of departed heroes. 


ENCAMPMENT NOTES. 
The places between which the liveliest 
com petition exists for the honor of next 
year's Encam pm ent are St. Louis, Nash­ 
ville and Topeka. The Kansas men out­ 
num ber those from Missouri and Tennes­ 
see, and have hopes of getting away with 
the prize. 
The leading candidates for Conunander- 
in-Chief are General John A. Reynolds, of 
New York, and Jam es Tanner, formerly 
Departm ent Com mander in that State. 
Badges are worn hv the Oregonians rep­ 
resenting webbed feet. The Rhode Island­ 
ers wear a clam-shell as a badge, and the 
Connecticut l>oys sport wooden nutmegs. 
The Reception Committee has ceased its 
efforts in the m atter of m eeting incom ing 


delegates, and its headquarters present a 
somewhat deserted appearance. 
Los Angeles Day comes on the 14th. but 
some delegations will pass through there 
before that date, in route hom eward.

Y 'on k ees (N. Y.), August 4th.—Samuel 
J. Tilden died at Greystone this m orning at 
ten m inutes before 9 o'clock. 
He had been 
enjoying his usual good health up to last 
Saturday evening. 
W hile sitting oil the 
stoop of his residence after sundow n on 
that evening, he was taken with a slight 
chill, which settled on his stomach and 
bowels, 
producing 
inflam m ation, from 
which lie suffered all night. On Sunday 
evening he felt much worse, and continued 
to groAV weaker, but until last night there 
were no tears of the consequences. This 
m orning it became apparent that the end 
was near. 
Dr. Charles E. Simmonds und 
Miss Gould, a relative, were at the bedside 
a few m oments before Tilden died. 
He 
tried fo speak, but only moved his lips, 
failing to m ake any sound. 
He passed 
away quietly and peacefully. 
His death 
occurred in the south cham ber of the m an­ 
sion overlooking the Hudson. 


M R TILDEX'S LAST HOURS. 
Y'onkees, August 1th.—The Statesman 
of this afternoon contains the following 
authentic statem ent of Tilden’s last hours : 
Dr. Simmonds, his physician, who lives 
next to Greystone, says that Tilden had 
been in unusually good health during the 
last four m onths. 
H e had taken great 
pleasure in his home, his green-liouses, his 
choice live stock, his yacht Viking, and in 
reading and entertaining his friends. 
He 
was attacked by nausea and diarrhea Sun­ 
day afternoon, hut this yielded to mild 
treatm ent, so that on Monday he was able 
to take a ride. 
Ho continued in his usual 
health until Tuesday afternoon, when the 
nausea and diarrhea returned. 
He, how ­ 
ever, rem ained some tim e in his library in 
the evening, as was ids custom. 
On being 
assisted to his bedroom by Dr. Simmonds, 
the first sign of the approaching failure of 
the heart was noticed by his difficult 
breathing while ascending the stairs. 
He 
was put to bed, and carefully watched and 
nourished through the night, 
but his 
strength gradually failed. About 8 o'clock 
this m orning Dr. Samuel Swift was sum ­ 
moned by Dr. Sim monds for consultation. 
On Dr. Swift's arrival he found Mr. Tilden 
seated in his chair, in which he had been 
placed to relieve his breathing. 
He had 
lost the power ot speech an hour before, 
and was evidently near h u end. He quietly 
passed away w ithin fifteen m inutes after 
Dr. Swift's arrival. 


EXPRESSIONS OF REGRET. 
As soon as the news of Tilden’s death 
was received in Yonkers, there was a good 
bit of excitem ent about it. 
Instantly the 
flags of the city buildings and the news­ 
paper offices were displayed at half-mast, 
and expressions of regret were heard on all 
sides over the death of the em inent states­ 
man. 
SORROW IN CONGRESS. 
W a sh in g to n , 
August 
4th.—Morrison 
offered, and the House unanim ously adopt­ 
ed, the following resolution: "T hat the 
House of Representatives of the United 
States has heard with profound sorrow of 
the death of th at em inent and distin­ 
guished citizen, Samuel J. Tilden.”

- PROCLAMATION BY GOVERNOR H IL L. 


A lb a n y . August 4th.—Governor Hill to­ 
day* issued the following proclamation : 
1 announce to the people of the State with re­ 
gret. the deatli of Samuel J. Tilden. 
After a 
long and active career, devoted to the public 
good, and the rendition of arduous and con­ 
spicuous 801 viccs in behalf of the people, he 
this morning peacefully passed away at his 
chosen retreat at Greystone, on the banks of the 
Hudson. The country loses one of its ablest 
statesm en, and the State oí New York one*)f its 
foremost citizens. 
He was tw ice a representa­ 
tive in the State Legislature, a member o f two 
Constitutional Conventions. Governor oí the 
State for two years, and in ls76 was the candi­ 
date or one of the greatest parties of the coun­ 
try lor the Fresideucv of the United States. As 
a private citizen, anu in every public station, 
he was pure and upright, and discharged every 
trust with conspicuous fidelity. 
His last public 
utterance, w hich attracted universal attention, 
exhibited the same spirit of unflinching pat­ 
riotism that characterized his whole career, and 
was in behalf of strengthening the defenses of his 
country that he loved so well. 
It is meet that 
the close o f such a life should be marked with 
more than passing notice. The Legislature not 
l>eing in session at this tim e, I commend to the 
people of the State such an expression of re­ 
spect for liis long, faithful and honorable serv­ 
ices, as they may deem appropriate. Now, 
therefore, it is decided as a mark of regard for the 
distinguished dead, that the flags upon the Capi­ 
tol. and upon all public buildings o f the State, 
including the armories and halls o f the National 
Guard, he displayed at half-mast until and in­

unite in an appropriate expression of respect.

Absolute con- 
lidence in his purity, and alm ost absolute 
confidence in his wisdom, resided in the 
breast of fully one-half of the American 
people, and it may he said that Tilden 
commanded as much of the respect of the 
other half as is possible for an inflexible 
party man to win from his opponents.” 
The Mail and Expreu says : 
* Tilden’s 
death leaves the Democracy w ithout a n a­ 
tional leader. Seym our disputed the palm 
with** Tilden. 
Now that both are dead, 
there is nobody representing the old De­ 
mocracy big enough to stand up and be 
recognized as leader. T he fact is im port­ 
ant, because it m arks the rising of the new 
Democracy and the decadence of the old.” 
The Telegram says: ** Samuel J. Tilden was 
one of the heroic figures of the epoch, and 
will not be veiled by revolving centuries 
from the view of students of American his­ 
tory. H e stood upon a pedestal of his own 
creation. 
As a diplom at and statesm an he 
had scarcely a superior, and few equals. 
In his day and generation of Democrats he 
was chief, and of State Executives he was 
in many respects the most rem arkable.” 
[Samuel Jones Tilden was bum in New Leba­ 
non, Columbia county, New Jersey. February 9# 
1814. and at the tim e o f hi* death was in his 
seventy-third jear. 
lie entered Yule College in 
ISXt. but completed his collegiate course at the 
University o f New York, and was adm itted to 
the bar hi New York city after the necessary 
reading. 
He entered rally into pitbics, and 
soon became pm miuebt in bin party. 
For thir­ 
teen years he was Chairman of the Democratic 
8tate Committee o f New York. 
He was a m em ­ 
ber of the State Constitutional Convention ol 
New York in 1816, took a prominent part in the 
debates, and wav one o f the controlling spirits. 
H e served two terms in the lower branch of the 
Slate Legislature, one in IMG and the other in 
1*72. 
Among other matters in which he greatly 
interested him self was that o f the management 
o f the great Erie canal, which had been the 
subject o f much contention. 
lu 18W>, Tilden was the Democratic candidate 
for the office of Attorney 
ral of the State 
of New York, but with the r o t of the ticket 
was defeated. In 1ÑS7, he was iuain a member 
of the Constitutional Convention. In 1870 71. 
he was prominent in detecting important frauds 
in the m unicipal affairs of New Y ork city, and 
assisted materially iu the overthrow o f i lie Boss 
Tweed rule. 
He was in l*>7i elected Governor 
o f New ’fork on the Democratic ticket by more 
than fifty thousm d majority over Geucral Jolm 
A. Hix, the Republican candidate, who at the 
tim e occupied the l o t i o n of Governor, to 


which he had bncn elected in 1872. 
It was 
w hile holding the posit'tm o f Governor he be­ 
came a candidate lor President í 21 1876. The 
closeness of the Presidential contest o f that 
year is well lemcm bcred by the public. 
To 
avert threatened difficulty, Congress finally 
created the famous Electoral Commission, com ­ 
posed ot tifteen members—five from the Supremo 
Court of the United States, live Senators and 
five members o f the House o f Representatives. 
The finding of the committee by a vote of eight 
to seven in favor of the election o f Rutherford 
B. Hayes as President, r.ml U rn. A. Wheeler as 
\ ice-rresident, the candidates of the Republi­ 
can party, the agreement of Congress therewith 
aud their consequent inauguration, has never 
ceased to be denounced by a majority o f Demo­ 
crats as a reversal of the popular will, and iu 
violation of the facts and law 
¡11 the case. 
It v a s to Mr. Tilden*» credit, however, that, 
he advised hb friends, in the interest o f peace, 
to acquiesce in the disposition oí the case, say­ 
ing that having submitted to the arbitration o f 
the Electoral Commission, they must abide by 
the decision. That he could have been renom­ 
inate*! at either oi the succeeding Democratic 
National Con ven tiuns is he. vnntl question. 
He. 
National Conventions is beyond question. 
He, 
however, strenuously persisted iu refusing to be 
a candidate, though the tender was earnestly 
pressed upon him under the plea of vindication 
of his right to the Presidency. 
His high stand­ 
ing as a lawyer need not be mentioned. Learned 
in the law, a close student of cases intrusted to 
him , a logical rensoner, with trained experience 
in addressing both the Court and jurors, he w as 
remarkably successful as an advocate. Thus 
Mr. Tilden’s life before the public was one o f 
marked individuality, and he w ill be rem em­ 
bered in bbtory as an able public man and 11 
leader of his lim e.]

so clearly perceived as now. It has largely 
killed off political assessments and black­ 
mail and 
arbitrary removals.

shaken up the dry boues ol Bourbon pareo 
politics. 
Jt lias made men hot to pro­ 
nounce against it. and others eloquently 
silent 
in 
the 
face 
of its 
progress. 
He 
devoted 
a 
scathing 
passage 
to

spoilsm en. 
This year or another may be bad for fruit, 
but still the, fruit trees are rooted in the 
soil, and so it is with this reform.

be of no avail to retain meu in thyir em ploy­ 
ments if a party adm inistration or tlte factional 
coutnd of their ow n party should change at the 
cud o f four years. 
Jn concluding this branch of the ad­ 
dress he pronounced the Edm unds bill as 
a folly unknow n in private business, and a 
bill to legitim ate all the evils of a " clean 
sweep 
If dismissal w ithout reason during a brief 
term is wrong, dism issal without reason at the 
cud of sti :h a term cannot be justified upon any 
sound business principle. Reform, as we under­ 
stand it, seeks to take the whole non-political 
public service out ot politics. But th e Edmunds 
lull thrusts it luto politics. 
The address closed w ith a review of, and 
answer to the plea for " rotation in office,” 
in which he s.tid : 
The legitim ate and healthy conte-t o f parties 
in a republic U not to bo deprecated. 
It is the 
controversy oí principles, the argument of pol­ 
icies, the great contention to which the political 
genius of the English-speaking race especially 
inclines. 
But patronage destroys legitim ate 
l«irty action, and tlic reckless party spirit, 
iigainst which Washington bequealte-d us his 
last and m osttoieutn warning, constantly strives 
to substitute per.soual ami private end- for pub­ 
lic purposes, and t) make party contest a strug­ 
gle for the public money in the em olum ents e f 
petty place, instead of a great appeal to t! e 
country for a public policy. Tims the s¡>oüs 
system instead of promoting the ju-t objects o f 
party degrades nnd demoralizes p ar y it—if. and 
destroys its true function.

HEARST'S WORK UNDONE. 


The entire Sacramento valley has cause 
to rejoice. The clauses which George 
Hearst managed to have eliminated from 
the river and harbor bill concerning the 
salvation of the Sacramento river and its 
tributaries have been restored, and the bill 
has been agreed to by 1 with houses of Con­ 
gress. This is a fitting rebuke to and a 
timely valedictory for Jieaxst. 
His chief 
act in his brief and inglorious career was 
the emasculation of th§ bill, so far as it re­ 
lated to valley interests in California. By 
a partisan appeal and a deceptive state­ 
ment, lie managed to call 
uninformed 
votes enough to liis side to defeat that por­ 
tion of the bill that was esjieeially essen­ 
tial to rirer integrity. 
In the meantime 
there was being dug beneath his feet, by 
liisown friends, a mine that was fired very 
shortly after he had so misrepresented the 
people of the State iijam the question re­ 
ferred to. 
It blew him out of political 
waters and reduced his influence in the 
Senate to zero. This gave the friends of 
the rivers their opportunity. 
Senators 
were correctly informed regarding the con­ 
dition of the streams aud the deplorable 
state of their navigable channels. Con­ 
gressman Markham, being of the ITouse 
conference 
committee, was 
enabled to 
make clear to the vision of our Eastern 
friends what a terrible menace overhangs 
the navigable streams of California, eme- 
nating from artificial sources, and the 
pressing need there is for the application 
of immediate and radical remedies. 
Mr. 
Markham’s presence on the conference 
committee was exceedingly fortunate for 
California. 
Tt enabled 
Representative 
Joseph McKenna, of this Congressional 
District, to renew his labors for the cause 
of the vallov under especially favorable 
conditions. 
He and Mr. Markham had 
the support of the entire California dele­ 
gation in both houses, excepting only 
Hearst and Henley. 
It is barely possible 
that there are people who will conclude 
that this was a case parallel with that of 
the eleven stubborn jurors, but the masses 
of thinkers will agree that the Hearst mi­ 
nority was so insignificant as to indicate 
that the six others of California’s repre­ 
sentatives in Senate and House were right, 
and the one dissenter, and the one non- 
commitalist, wrong. 
For liis gallant de­ 
fense of valley interests, his untiring per­ 
severance and his fearlessness, the people 
of the valleys will remendar Joseph Mc­ 
Kenna with lasting gratitude, in no wise, 
however, underestimating the efficient aid 
and the steadfast support of the other 
members of tbe California delegation who 
labored with him. Tiie reversal of Mr. 
Hearst s work by the Senate ought to be 
especially gratifying as it is complimen­ 
tary to Senator Stanford, who stood so 
steadily by the bill in its original integ­ 
rity in the Senate. 
It amounts to a ver­ 
dict that lie was right in all the views he 
took regarding the measure, and that his 
colleague was wrong. 
Fortunately for 
t alifornia, the ability to further harm ma­ 
terial interests is no longer Mr. Hearst’s, 
thanks to his Excellency, Governor Stone- 
man. 
Now that the Federal Government 
has bv express provision put the seal of its 
legislative condemnation ujion the destruc­ 
tive influences that have lieen, and are, 
rapidly reducing the Sacramento and Fea­ 
ther rivers to the grade of non-navi gable 
streams, it is to be hoped that the people 
of the mountains will cease to resist the 
inevitable, and turn the energy and vigor 
and courage that lias made them what 
the v are, a people of exhaustless resource, 
indomitable bravery and unparalleled per­ 
severance, to the development of all the 
(Missibiütics of their regions that may be 
attained without entailing ruin upon their 
neighbors of lower geographical levels. 
The idea that the mountain populations 
must prosecute hydraulic mining or aban­ 
don the country is simply absurd. They 
have as vet not begun to tost the capabili­ 
ties of their section. 
When they do they 
will, we sincerely believe, discover how 
little they axe, of any necessity, really de- 
l«endcnt upon hydraulic methods in their 
search for the chief of precious metals.

A singular ariSt'Tm.;' W n'm atTe'ar'Ü Te 
East by the Postoffice authorities. T. E. 
Hopkins, it is charged, advertised from time 
to time during the past eight weeks in the 
papers for five salesmen for tobacco and 
cigars. 
He preferred inexperienced men­ 
as he could only par ?50 a month and 
ex]«enses. 
These situations were held open 
to all who would send two two-cent stamps 
for particulars. O f course he received any 
number of replies and pocketed manv 
stamps. 
Indeed, letters containing four 


the suspicious might conclude that four . 
cents was very little to veu*.ure, even if 
the advertisement proved 9. swindle, while 
the chance presented of its being genuine. 
Men ought to have reflected that a busi­ 
ness house of any standing would not ask 
for untried .salesmen, nor yet the inclosnre 
of two stamj« for information essential to 
the advertiser. 
But the world is thickly 
peopled with men who do not think skin 
deep, and who arc precisely the fish for 
which Swindlers bait their books. 
Hop­ 
kins has been arrested for using the I nited 
States mails for swindling {turposes, and 
held to answer to the charge. 
It is to be 
hoped that lie will be severely punished. 
He is but one of a very large class, and 
now that the postal authorities have broken 
'h e ice in the matter -of these swindlers, 
let them go deeply into the investigation 
and turn up a hundred or so unscrupulous 
fellows who use the mails for similar evil 
purposes. The most of these advertise lib­ 
erally, and especially employ the pages -of 
literary, story and weekly papers. 


SAMUEL J. TILDEN. 


The death of Samuel J. Tilden removes 
from the activities of life a man who had 
filled a large place in the history of the 
country. 
He was an intense partisan, and 
awakened political antagonisms of the 
most aggressive character. 
But no one 
who has marked his career, though not 
agreeing with him in political faith, will 
deny his abilities, his wide influence and 
prominence among the distinguished men 
of America. 
It is not our purpose t<> cu­ 
ter upon any review of liis life's labors, but 
rather to pay the tribute of a political foe 
to tbe unquestioned ability and well-won 
prominence of such a distinguished Amer­ 
ican as < inventor Tilden, and to express 
the sincere regret felt at his taking off. 
Governor Tilden had Iteen a sufferer for 
years, but a courageous and patient one. 
W e believe that in all the long period of 
his physical trials be never for a moment 
lost any of his mental vigor, or manifested 
any decline of his strong intellectual pow­ 
ers. The Democratic party never had a 
better informed, more far-seeing or cau­ 
tious leader. 
It has reason to mourn as a 
party over its lo-s. 
The American people, 
regardless of political prcdelictions, may 
well pay tribute to his memory.

SENATE. 


A NEW KIND OF COURT. 


The Grass Valley Tidings with grim fa- 
cetiousnoss says: 
('dlifomia wants a new Supreme Court. The 
right kind «f a Court is wanted. It is easy to 
net rid of the present Supreme Court. The Leg­ 
islature can, by a two-thirds vote in each house, 
heave the SupremeCourt “ shecro’er the crystal 
battlements." The Constitution gives that easy 
way. We suggest, therefore, that all parties 
who have had cases before the .Supreme Court, 
as at present constituted, and who have been 
" downed" by the decisions or rulings of that 
Court, meet and petition the Legislature to 
throw out the present Comt so that a new one 
can be organized. .Should the one which is to 
he established displease at leasl half the liti­ 
gants who may get before such new Court, why 
the said new Court can also be easily " tired.’’’ 
This State wants a Supreme Court which can 
decide cases so that nobody will be hurt. There 
is going to be growling until that Court is estab­ 
lished. And that legislative two-thirds vote 
power to turn the Court out is a ready dynamite 
bomb tobe used until a satisfactory Court Is had. 
The logic of the above isas undeniable as 
it is sound. 
Witticism as it is, it fairly, 
illustrates the possible results jf such a 
precedent as certain legislators are seeking 
to set up. 
It is a nice game this playing 
at Court making. 
It is a right jolly game 
for Dave Terry and the Mexicanizing in­ 
fluences behind him, but we do not believe 
it will be played out. 
The indignation of 
the people is being too plainly manifest 
against the scheme, and the second like 
the first attempt to render the judiciary 
subservient to factional dictation will he 
abandoned. 


THE 
CUTTING 
CASE. 


The unanimous agreement of the For­ 
eign Affitirs House Committee on resolu­ 
tions regarding the Cutting ease is signifi­ 
cant. 
It probably reflects the general sen­ 
timent of the people of the East. The 
resolutions enunciate the settled policy of 
this country, that it cannot and never will 
assent to the doctrine that an American 
citizen may he prosecuted in a foreign 
country for acts done wholly upon Ameri­ 
can soil. The request that the President 
renew his demand for Gutting's release 
certainly means that, so far as the com­ 
mittee is concerned, a refusal to comply 
will justify the adoption of measures that 
are always regarded as initiative of war. 
We cannot afford to temporize in this mat­ 
ter. 
Cutting is an insignificant factor in 
the case, so far as liis personality goes; but 
his protest against imprisonment in Mexi­ 
co is the protest of the whole people. 
It 
voices a threat that the Mexican Govern­ 
ment will certainly heed. 
It is not pos­ 
sible to conceive of such folly upon its 
part as will send the matter to arbitrament 
of arms. 
It must know that its position 
is indefensible, and that the whole policy 
of the United States is opposed to the 
course of action Mexico is now pursuing 
It must know that a contest of arms with 
the United States would he hopeless for 
the Mexican republic, and possibly lead to 
further annexation of Mexican territory, 
a thing not desirable by those in this part 
of the national pasture, at least.

Tlu* House was called to order a t 11.1’» a . m. 
S]»eaker Parks iu the chair. Quorum present. 
Journal read ami unproved. 
At 12 o’clock the Senate entered the Assembly 
chamber, Lieutenant Governor Daggett t«xjk his 
seut with the Speaker, aud the Senators seats 
with the Assemblymen. 
The Secretary* of the Senate called the roll of 
Senators, 28 answering their names. 
Chief Clerk Ryau called the roll of Assembly­ 
men, 60 members answering. 
A qnorum of both branchtsef the Legislature 
being present, the Secretary of the Senate was 
directed by the Lieutenant-Governor to read 
Title II., Chapter 1, Revised Statutes United 
States—An Act to regulate the time and manner 
of holding elections for Senators in Congress, ap­ 
proved July 25, 1866. 
The Secretaries of the Senate and Assembly 
then read as much of their respective journals 
of Tuesday a> related to the election of a suc­ 
cessor to the late Cuited States Senator John F. 
Miller. 
Lieutenant Governor Daggett announced that 
from tiie reading ot the journals it appeared 
that 94 votes had been cast—uecessary to a 
choice, 4*. Hon. A. 1*. Williams had received 
70, Hon. George Hearst 21. lie then declared 
that Hon. A. P. Williams,having received a ma­ 
jority of the votes of both houses, was the choice 
of the people of the State of California for 
United States Senator, to till the unexpired 
term of tlie late Senator Miller. 
At 12230 the minutes of the joint convention 
were read aud approved. 
At 12:25 Jordan moved to take a recess until 
22» I*, m. Carried. 
Afternoon Session. 
The House reconvened at 2:30 i . m. speaker 
Parks in the chair. Quorum present. 
DeWitt introduced a memorial from the peo­ 
ple of Fresno county asking immediate action 
upon pending irrigation measures. Referred to 
tlie Committee upon Irrigation. 
lJritt introduced an Act proposing an amend­ 
ment to the Constitution relative to water and 
water rights. It was referred to the Committee 
upon Constitutional Amendments. 1 he text of 
the bill is as follows : 
The right of appropriating to public uses tbe 
waters of any laice, river, stream, canyon or ra­ 
vine in this .State is reserved to the State and 
the inhabitants thereof, such pub.ic uses shall 
be deemed to include the use of said water for 
irrigation, mining and manufacturing purposes, 
the supplyiug of any city aud county, manu- 
fnctinmg town, or the inhabitants of the same, 
with fresh water and such other purposes as the 
Legislature may by law permit. All persons or 
corporations appropriating any of the waters of 
this state for any other purposes above men­ 
tioned. do so as agents of tlie 8tute, and a<* such 
arc subject to legislative control. Any right ac­ 
quired by any appropriation of said ’waters for 
such public uses shall be deemed an interest in 
real property. Tin* common law rule of ripa­ 
rian rights, in so tar as the same may be incon­ 
sistent with the right of appropriators of water, 
as heroin allowed, is hereby forever abolished 
iu this State. 
May introduced the following resolution: 
Resolved, That it isincxpcdient to take further 
action in regard to the charges of Davids. Terry 
against Chief Justice Robert F. Morrison aud 
Associate Justice John R Sharps!ein. 
May. in speaking to liis resolution, said lie 
thought further proceedings in the matter of 
tlie charges preferred by David S. Terry against 
Chief Justice Morrison and Associate Justice 
Sharpstein should be abandoned. The proceed­ 
ings up to tills time arc very defective. They 
arc not clothed with tlie dignity charges of such 
agrave character should be. if it is a case of 
the washing of Democratic soiled linen, let it 
go where it properly belongs, to a Democratic 
laundry. It will take weeks of time, a large 
number of stenographers, clerks innumerable, 
and the expenses of such an examination will, 
if entered upon, go up into the thousands of 
dollars, and tlie best possible result anticipated, 
or that can be expected, is that the whole pro­ 
ceeding will end in ‘■moke. The press of the 
state, to which we must listen, are solid against 
it. aud the people of the State, to whom we 
must render an account of our stewardship, say 
*• ."top it.” The speaker said all of his constitu­ 
ents writh whom he bad conversed regarding 
the matter, advised that it be dropped. 
Vule said he hoped the resolution would be 
adopted. This examination as proposed would 
be productive of no good. He was in favor ol' 
a reorganization ol the Supreme Court. lie 
thought it needed reorganization, but did not 
deem it necessary to go into this specific inves­ 
tigation. They had sufficient evidence before ! 
them 
The inability of the Judges to perform 
the duties imposed by virtue of their official po­ 
sitions were already well known. A long, te- 1 
dious examination would only tend to pile up 
evidence upon a tact already established ; would 
only hinder the passage ot laws necessary tor 
the best interests of the State, and for which the 
Legislature had assembled. 
Davis said Dr. May referred to the fact that he 
was swayed by the voice of the press. He for 
one was not. He had about as much respect for 
the press as the press had respect for the Legis­ 
lature, and judging from the latter standpoint, 
his respect for the editors of the average daily 
newspaper was small indeed. If there was ex­ 
isting evil which should be righted, and all ac­ 
knowledged that there was one, the one under 
consideration, he for one was going to stay 
there and, so far as he could, right it. lie would 
be influenced by no press nor constituency 
•that asked him to swerve from the path of duty 
or violate his sworn duty. 
Hazard said if we cannot accompli.4h any­ 
thing. and there is not a member on the floor of 
the Assembly who thinks we can, why should 
we take up further time in discussing the mat­ 
ter ? Why should we take up the light of David 
S. Terry, and champion the charges he files here 
for the gratification of his personal spleeu against 
the Supreme Court ? When this matter was first 
voted upon in this House, some of the members 
thought something could he done, but since have 
satisfied themselves that nothing iu this direc­ 
tion can at this time be accomplished. We 
have already been in session two weeks, and 
nothing has so far been accomplished in the 
line of legislation for which we were called to­ 
gether. We have been at work, but the election 
of 
the 
United 
States 
Senator 
was 
in 
our way. The Grand Army reunion also dis­ 
tracted our attention, but those things are now 
numbered with the events of the past. We have 
standing in our way now charges against tiie 
Supreme Court. 
It is the only tiling 
be­ 
tween us and the legislation which the people 
are demanding of us. Is it expedient for us to 
remain here for weeks dilly-dallying, frittering 
away our time .* Let us drop these charges ut 
once, and have a wide, clear and open field lor 
the consideration of ihe water question, and 
act immediately upon measures of vital impor­ 
tance to the State. Let us act like men. and not 
get the contempt of the State of California 
neaped upon our heads. I hope the resolution 
will be adopted. 
Firebaugh was in favor of the adoption of the 
resolution. He claimed that this examination 
into the charges of imbecility filed again.s two 
members of the Supreme Dench did not com­ 
port with the call of the Governor for the extra 
session. He was opposed to the Assembly «go­ 
ing into an investigation of the charges, first, 
because the press of the State was imauimouslv 
anguinst it. and, second, because it was impol­ 
itic. 
McGlashan made a lengthy reply to Hazard 
and Firebaugh’js remarks. He saia tne Constitu­ 
tion of the State provided for it. and made such au 
examination obligatory upon the Legislature 
whenever charges of this character were filed 
by an American citizen. It was not because 
David S. Terry preferred the charges, but be­ 
cause they were filed by an American citizen. 
He said he longed for the time when there will 
be sessions oí tlie Legislature when the press 
shall, as it now attempts, be supreme, aud 
shall dictate the laws of our common wea»th. 
He had nothing but contempt for a member of 
the Legislature who would get upon the floor of 
tbe House and acknowledge that his vote was 
directed by the voice of the press. There is 
still another power at work against this measure 
greater even than that of the press: he referred 
to the lawyers. Neither the power of the press 
nor the influence of the lawyers should deter 
us from following our plaiu duty. Whether you 
rail against David S. Terry, the press or the law­ 
yers, tuese things are all frivolous. Neither is 
this a case ot washing dirty linen, but a 
fair, square proposition, presented in proper 
form. The law authorizing aud governing such 
cases is plain, and. like men, we must meet and 
perform, and not shirk, oiir duty. 1 he charges 
are rna'ie, aud they must be met. Those who 
favor this resolution are not willing to vote for 
a vindication of those gray-haired and honored 
men. The press is venal, false and corrupt, and 
its wishes should not alwavs be consulted and 
its advice not always accepted, lie believed 
this examination would result in & complete 
vindication ot the Justices. 
May said he was surprised to hear the gcntle- 
man from across the mouutain dwell so elo­ 
quently upon the rights of an American citizen. 
He admitted that to be an American citizen was 
a grand thing, but in this case he was in favor 
of not following up the suggestion, ill-advised, 
of an American citizen. If it was the Ameri­ 
can eagle, tbe bird of freedom himself, that pro­ 
posed such an investigation at this time, under 
ail the surrounding influences, he would refuse 
the request, and not altogether unlikely would 
coop the bird. The examination would last at 
least thirty days, and would amount to nothing. 
Witnesses would be summoned by the hun­ 
dreds, as many on one side as upon the other, 
and when the committee got through with the 
witnesses they would weigh them, ami which­ 
ever side’had the most avoirdui>ois would be en­ 
titled to a decision. One side would swear that 
the Judges were incompetent; that they were 
imbeciles. The other side would swear that 
they were in perfect health, of sound mind and 
body, the peers, judicially, or Marshall. 
Gregor.* said he presumed that a: least two- 
thirds of the members of the Assembly signed 
the memorial importuning Governor Slonemon 
to call this extra session. One of the objects 
set forth in that petition was the reorganization 
of the Supreme Court. Now the first move that 
is made in that direction the very men who 
signed that memorial miae here and tiy to stifle 


it. It Is inconsistent, it Is Wltmg. aud he could 
not see how a man who signed that document 
could do so. 
He was opposed to the resolution. 
Yule said he rogretraa that politics liad crept 
into the debate. This was a matter that should 
rise far above any political considerations. All 
we should endeavor to ascertain and act upon 
is what is honest aud right. In his opinion 
further investigation would occasion unneces­ 
sary delay and throw no additional light upon 
the subject. All they can prove is the facts that 
we are already familiar with, that our Chief 
Justice has been over worked and suffering from 
the effect-of an overtaxed brain. Further pro­ 
ceedings iu this direction would be contempti­ 
ble, unmanly and inhuman. 
Speaker Parks called Jordan to the chair, and 
taking the floor spoke at length upon the reso­ 
lution. He said he feared tne friends of the 
Court were doing the latter «in injustice. To 
dismiss the case without an investigation would 
leave a stain upon the Court and upon ourselves. 
The meanest mau in the world cau cause oue of 
us to be arraigned, and the Judge upon the 
bench shall decide, saying “ This is the law.” 
A citizen has filed a complaint here, but it had 
goue all over the Slate before we assembled that 
two members of the Supreme Dench were iu- 
compc cnt, infirm by disease; that they have 
been rendered unfit to pass uj>on the rights of 
citizens. Won’t hear this investigation ’ Why? 
It is not a criminal charge. No crime is charged. 
I would be as slow to iusult the Court as any 
man in the State; have no personal grievance. 
1 have long been i»ersonally acquainted with 
one of those Judges, and would reseut.au insult 
offered 
him or the Court at 
large. 
We 
are not to 
pass 
upon their competency 
on newspaper reports. Witnesses mu«t be brought 
before the bar of the House and testimony 
taken. 
If any of the members ot this House 
were charged with crime would we pass it by ? 
Would we not investigate it? 
When we reflect 
that the competency of the Supreme Court of 
this State is questioned, aud when we consider 
that we are liable to be arraigued before them 
where our lives or our property are involved, 
we should know or at least be satisfied that they 
were possessed of their mental faculties. They 
are charged with imbecility, ami there should 
be some investigation. 
If upon investigation 
the charges are sustained, what else could we 
do but enforce the clause of the Constitution 
causing their removal? 
This is not the first in­ 
stance of a case of this kind. Judges have been 
removed for lunacy, softening of the brain and 
paralysis. 
He was afraid the Assembly, by the 
proposed action, would not do itself nor the 
Court justice. 
It would not do to crowd this 
matter out because of the clamor of the press or 
other outside influence. 
A vote was theu had upon the adoption of the 
resolution, as follows:

The 
Chair ruled it out of order, hoi ling that such a 
m )tiou could not be entertained while a motion 
to reconsider was pending. 
Tlie following resolution, introduced by Mun- 
day, was adopted unanimously : 
Resolved, That the Assembly ot California 
recognize the statesmanship anil ability of the 
late .Samuel J. Tilden ; that we regard his de­ 
mise as a national calamity ; that when this 
House adjourns it adjourns out of respect to his 
memory. 
Britt ottered the following resolution, which 
was adopted without a dissenting vote :

J. 1 ilden, the S ecretary of State be aud lie is 
hereby requested to place at half-mast the flag 
over the State Capitol building.

COMMITTEE MEETING. 


The Assembly Committee on Constitutional 
Amendments met immediately after the ad­ 
journment of tbe House, in the Supreme Court­ 
room, and took up the consideration of Ed­ 
wards’ amendment to amend Section 2'». Article 
IV.. to provide for special legislation permitting 
the formation of irrigation districts. This bill 
at present seems most likely, if not the only one. 
securing favorable consideration. It touches 
in no way directly upon riparian rights, and 
leaves the question of appropriation to be set­ 
tled in the different districts. J. Dc Barth fchorb 
apjH-ared before the committee and urged its 
passage, stating that if the Legislature snould 
uot pass any other bills this amendment would 
be satisfactory to the irrigationists until further 
relief could be secured. Parks also addressed 
the Committee, and opposed this amendment on 
the grounds of impracticability ot forming the 
districts. After a lengthy discussion, a substi­

Britt «littering materially 
from the original was udopteA The committee 
adjourned without taking «litante action. 


EXTRA-SESSION A L NOTES. 


The number of spectators at the Legislature 
is growing beautifully less each day. and the 
members of the third house at the Capitol yes­ 
terday could have beeu numbered upDii the 
fingers of one band. 
There was a little touch of sarcasm on the 
part of speaker Parks when he nnnouuced the 
vote for United States Senator, when he added : 
” Vice lion. George Hearst. term expired by the 
convening of the Assembly in extra session by 
his Excellency Hon. George Stouemau, on the 
20th day of July, A. D. 1886.” 
A resolution was passed in the Assembly yes­ 
terday, directing the Secretary of State t«> half­ 
mast the flag on the Capitol building out of re­ 
spect to the memory of the late Samuel J. Til­ 
den. Some one asked why such a resolution 
was necessary, and a wag replied that it was 
passed for fear that some would ihmk the half- 
masting was on account of the decapitation of 
Senator Hearst. 
There was considerable commotion going on 
at the Golden Eagle Hotel last evening among 
those who desire to press the charges aguiust the 
members of the Supreme Court. It was stated 
by a member of the Legislature, who claims to 
know, that David S. Terry will have a resolu­ 
tion introduced in the Assembly this morning 
making soeeific charges of coiruption against 
Judge fcharpstein. 
In the Democratic caucus a few evenings 
since. Senator Lynch and others wished to make 
a stubborn fight, and throw as many obstacles 
iu the way of the Republicans electing a United 
States Senator as possible. Other members of 
the caucus were opposed to ii ill blistering, aud 
Senator Langford, in order to pour oil on the 
troubled water, projKised to semi tor Governor 
Stouemau. That settled it. Lynch and his fol­ 
lowers got down out of their tree, the caucus 
adjourned, and the election was allowed to pro­ 
ceed.

Pr«Tíos 1. All property in tho State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportiou to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as usc«l in this article and 
section, is hereby declared t«> inclr.de moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, «lues, franchises ami all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, au«l such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this .State, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed t«> be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty: and, 
provided further, that railroads shall be taxed a* 
provided in riection Ten oí this article, and, 
provided further, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation of snips 
an«l vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this cítate, or may t«ix such ships and vessels on 
their grossOT net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax: ^The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a «leduction from credits of 
debts due to boua fide residents : this stale. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law. require 
each taxpayer iu this State to make and «ieliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty. real and personal, except railroad property. 
a« defined iu Section Ten of this article, owned 
by aueh taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o’clock meridian, on the 
flist Monday in March. 


Sec. 10. All property, except 1 ailroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
manner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroa«i, or 
any portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first «lay of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two an«1 
a half percent upon the gr*>s earnings.earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gage*, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person shall be aaBesse«l and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed 
The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day of December last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually,, 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declarvd by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may t>e pre­ 
scribed by said Board; pr^ided, however, that 
the Legisfatnre may at auy time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads arc situated partly withiu this 
State and partly without this State, the gross an­ 
nual earnings ’thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by taking: 


Firtl The gross earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have beeu earned wholly 
within this State. 


Second—-The gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
State an«J partly without this state, which shall 
be ascertained ’by apportioning such earnings 
l«etween this State and other Bta*cs or Territo­ 
ries in the proportion which the number of 
mil** of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used Iu making such earnings, hears to —he 
whole number of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The oro- 
poriioa oí interstate earnings thus ascertained 


shall be adde«l to. the earnings made wholly 
w ithin the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroad» for all purposes of assess­ 
ment and taxation. For everj* purpose o« this 
section, except for the purp .se of ascertaining 
th«- proportion of interstate earning to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within tills State, 
all railroads operate»! as one system shall be 
treated as uiie road, one-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railrort«I-s under the provisions or this se«‘tiori 
shall become part of the Gen* ral Fund of this 
State, ami two tliir Is thereof shall be paid to 
the county or couu ies in which sai«i rai road is 
situated, iu proportion to the leturth of the rail­ 
road oocraU <1 iu the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration association, partnership, person or per­ 
sons. unlawfully failing or refusing to pay the 
tux h r ein provided, when the same shall be­ 
came «lue. or within thirty «lays thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads within this State. The taxes 
herein provided for. together with such penalties 
as tho l egislature may impose for tho non-pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore iu this section designated, ana may 
be enforced in such manner as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
the"same are situat« d - i.hin the boundaries of 
any common scho »i district, shad be subject to 
an’ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors o! the district at a special election 
held for that purpose, the same as other prop­ 
erty situated within the district, anything m 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And all railroads, a" fur as they are situated 
within the boundaries of any incorporate»! city 
or town, shall be subject to an ad valorem tux 
f«w municipal purposes the same as other prop- 
crty sitnated therein, anything in this article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 


| 
Sec. r,. Income taxes may be a*sesse»l and 
i collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
Association** or companies, resMeut or doing 
I business in this State, or any one or more oí 
; them, in such casca’ an«l amounts and in such 
. manner as shall be prescribed by law. No Court 
I within this State shall have power, by itijunc 
Honor otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
delay the collection of any tax laui under the 
form of law, except upon’ a showing that the 
Fame property has been taxed more than once 
for the same purpose in the same vear, and then 
nub upon payment to the Tax Collector, orintc 
Court, of a sum equal to the amount of one of 
the taxes so laid upon the property ir» question; 
provi/led. that in ail cases actions may be main* 
taiue«l against the Tax Colle« t r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. AU snehactions 
must he commence«l within thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It shall be 
the duty of the Cour-s in w hich such actions 
may be brought, to try them, upon the request

SCHEDULE. 


Nothing in this amendment shaii affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action «>r right of action on ac- 
ccountof any sneh assessment, tax, interest or 
penalty; and all laws in force at th«* adop- ion of 
this amendment, n«>t inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain in full force an«l effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legislature. The first levy 
ami payment of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be mode in the rear eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, and shall be upon the 
gross earnings, to Ik? ascertained os herein r>ro- 
vided. for the entire year of eighteen hur«ire«l 
an<l eighty-five.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


S e rio u sly In ju r e d . 
Yesterday forenoon a ranch team be­ 
longing to Emmanuel Jacinto entered upon 
a runaway on J street, between Second 
and Third. At first one of the horses was 
not disposed to indulge, but his younger 
mate kicked and plunged, and finally off 
they started at a lurious pace, notwith­ 
standing the brake locked the hind wheels 
of the wagon to which they were attached. 
Just above Third street they overtook a 
buggy in which Philip Herzog was riding 
up J, wheels were locked, and in a second 
Sir. Herzog's vehicle, nearly new, was in 
three parts, the hind wheels were being 
towed up the street by the wagon behind 
the runaways, and he himself was lying 
on the cobble pavement, having been 
thrown there unceremoniously. He was 
quickly picked up, placed in a carriage and 
taken home, where a physician soon at­ 
tended him. It was found that no bones 
were broken, but his back was hurt in such 
a manner as to cause him acute pain, no 
matter what position he assumed, and an 
injection of morphia had to be administered 
to give him relief. Just how severe his in­ 
jury is may not be known for a day or 
two. Mr. Herzog's horse did not attempt 
to run, but the others kept on, striking two 
other vehicles without doing much injury, 
and finally brought up against a post on 
the northeast corner of Fourth and J 
streets. 


S u c c essfu l P u r s u it. 
Sheriff Thorn, of Calaveras 
county, 
passed through the city yesterday, on his 
way home from Modoc county, bringing 
with him as a prisoner IViu. \V. Clark, 
who is charged with the murder of Thos. 
Crossett, on the 18th of June last, near 
Angel's Camp. When Crossett was found 
dead an inquest was held, the Coroner’s 
jury returning a verdict of death from 
hemorrhage of the lungs. His wife was 
not convinced that his death was so caused, 
and—her impressions becoming irresisti­ 
ble—she had the body exhumed, after it 
had been buried a month, and on a careful 
examination being made it was ascertained 
that he bad been assassinated while pass­ 
ing through a piece of woods on his way 
home, the bullet of his murderer striking 
him in the ear, and being found lodged in 
his brain. Suspicion fell upon Clark, who 
was “ at outs” with the deceased because 
of land matters. By that time, however, 
he had left the vicinity, having engaged as 
a herder with a citizen of Calaveras county 
to drive stock to Modoc. Sheriff Thorn 
started in pursuit, and wrote a letter to 
Sheriff Rochford, ot Modoc, requesting 
him to be on the lookout for the suspected 
individual. The request was attended to. 
and Rochford made the arrest on the bor­ 
der of Modoc county on the day before 
Thorn arrived there. 


T h e W e a th e r. 
Sergeant Barwick says that yesterday was 
the sixth day of continuous hot weather, 
being the second hot spell of this season, 
beginning with July 30th. The highest 
temperature up to and including yesterday 
was as follows : 96°, 100°, 102°, 90°, 96°, 
100°. 
The lowest temperature yesterday 
was 62°, with gentle northerly winds from 
10 a . M . to 3 r. m „ and fresh southerly 
winds during the morning and evening, 
clear weather prevailing. 
There has been from May 1st to date 
twenty-four days upon which the maxi­ 
mum temperature recorded was 90° and 
above, distributed as follows: May, one 
day, highest temperature 91°; June, six 
days, highest temperature 98°; July, thir­ 
teen days, highest temperature 105°; Au­ 
gust to date, four days, highest temperature 
102.° If the months of August and Sep­ 
tember continue to produce as much heat 
as the season to date already has, then this 
summer will exceed any heated period 
known in the Signal Service records of 
this city.

A bU IT DISMISSED 
BRIEF NOTES. 


O n th e G ro u n d th a t A c tio n H a d lte c n ; 
D ela y ed too L ong. 
Yesterday Judge Sawyer, of the I tilted* 
States Circuit Court, rendered a decision in 
the celebrated and somewhat historical case 
of Norris vs. Haggiu & Tevis. In the early 
days Samuel Norris became the owner of 
Rancho del Paso, commonly called the 
‘■Norris Grant,” containing about 45,000 
acres of land in this county. About the 
year 1863 Lloyd Tevis foreclosed a mort­ 
gage upon the ranch, given him by Norris, 
to secure the payment of a note for $64,000, 
and had the land sold under the judgment 
of foreclosure rendered bv the Circuit 
Court, 
and 
bought 
it 
in 
and got 
the deed from the officer making the 
sale, and ever since that time he and 
J. 
B. Haggin have held and claimed 
to own the ranch, which in latter years has 
largely increased in value. In August, 
1884, Mr. Norris, through Messrs McKune 
and White, of this city, commenced suit 
against Haggin and Tevis, alleging that, 
about the year 1855. the defendants became 
his agents ; that in March, 1359, lie (Norris) 
was struck a severe blow upon the head by 
one Keefer, which rendered him deaf, and 
for a long time impaired his mind, so that 
he was incompetent to transact business ; 
and that, while in this condition, his said 
agents took advantage of his infirmity 
and 
their 
confidential 
relations 
with 
him. and bv fraudulent 
means 
pro­ 
cured the $64,000 note and mortgage, 
and took the various steps which resulted 
in transferring the title of the ranch to 
them, and prayed judgment of the Court 
that they be compelled to convey to him 
the whole of said ranch, and account to 
him for all the rents and profits of the land 
in the meantime. He also claimed that 
they at the same time, and by the same 
means, deprived him of the Orleans Hotel 
property and a lot at Second and M streets, 
and that they afterwards fraudulently pro­ 
cured and induced him to make to Tevis a 
deed for all the above-mentioned property, 
and also the Norristown tract, where the 
old beet sugar works were formerly estab- 
lisher,, east of the city. 
The case was transterred from the Su­ 
perior Court of this county to the L'nited 
States Circuit Court, where’ Louts T. Hag- 
gin, of San Francisco, and Beatty and 
Denson, of this ciiv, appeared as attorneys 
for defendants, and demurred to the sutlici- 
eney of plaintiff's complaint upon several 
grounds—among others that the cause of 
action was stale and was barred by the 
statute of limitations. The demurrer was 
argued by ttie attorneys some time since, 
and yesterday Judge Sawyer rendered 
an elaborate written opinion sustaining the 
demurrer, and holding that even supposing 
the allegation of the complaint to be true 
(which, however, could not be decided on 
demurrer). Mr. Norris, having waited for 
more than twenty-two years before bring­ 
ing his suit, hud been guilty of inexcusable 
delay, and could not at this late day main­ 
tain bis suit, and as it was apparent to the 
Court that the complaint could not be 
truthfully amended so as to make it any 
better, final judgment was entered against 
Mr. Norris and in favor of Haggin and 
Tevis. 


R e c e p tio n N o te s. 
The ” Sacramento Day ” Refreshment 
Committee met last evening, and it was 
decided that work would be commenced at_ 
the new pavilion, which is to he the head­ 
quarters, to-day. 
The building is now be­ 
ing wired for the electric lights that are to 
illuminate it, and the committee will this 
morning begin the arrangement of tables, 
etc., and will complete that portion of their 
labore by Saturday night. 
Boyne, the 
decorator, will also commence operations 
to-day. Arrangements have been made 
for procuring evergreens from Towle's Sta­ 
tion, on the Ó. 1’. R. R„ and the lower floor 
of the pavilion wili be decorated with pines 
and cedars, as on the occasion of the floral 
festival, and transformed into an arbor of 
evergreens. 
As a suggestion for enterprise on the 
part oi some one, it may be mentioned 
that evergreens can be obtained in abun­ 
dance on the hills for the decoration of 
buildings and awnings, and, as they are not 
likely to wilt under the rays of the sun, 
like cottonwood and willow boughs, they 
would be sought after if they could be tar­ 
nished at a reasonable figure. 
The Hospitality Committee feels much 
encouraged. Mr. Buchanan, who is acting 
for the committee at headquarters, Aztec 
Club rooms, received many responses yes­ 
terday from citizens who cbuld furnish one 
or more beds for visitors, and there appears 
to be considerable enthusiasm growing in 
the matter. It is well there is, as informa­ 
tion from San Francisco is to the eff ect that 
much attention is being paid by the Grand 
Army delegates to the invitations extended 
them to visit the city on “ Sacramento 
Day,” and hundreds have promised to 
come, while the Sacramento representatives 
at the Bay are energetically advancing the 
claims of this city as a standpoint from 
which to form an opinion of this section of 
the State. 
The Fruit Committee, in addition to 
their arrangements for procuring an exhi­ 
bition display of fruits from this section, 
have decided to ask fruit-growers for con­ 
tributions of ripe fruits for table use, so 
that the visitors may partake ad libitum. 
It is thought that the grape crop will be 
far enough advanced to gratify the vet­ 
erans' palates as well as eyes.

The State Board of Agriculture met last 
| evening, with the following members pres- 
sen t: Messrs. Finigan, Shippee, Chase, La 
. Rue, Green, Shafter, Hancock and Presi- 
| dent Carr. Much of the preliminary busi- 
tiess of the coming fair was agreed upon. 
A communication was reeieved through 
Governor Stonernan from the Governor 
of Minnesota inviting the Board to suggest 
the names of eight delegates to the Farm­ 
ers’ International Congress, to be held at 
St. Paul, Minn., August 25, 26 ami 27, 1886. 
The 
matter was referred to President 
Carr, with power to act. 
The Secretary was instructed to advertise 
for bids for hay and straw. 
Messrs. Green, Lu Rue, Finigan, Hancock 
and Chase were appointed a committee to 
examine combined harvesters in the field, 
in the vicinity of Stockton, on Thursday 
and Friday of next week. 
The usual amounts in premiums were 
appropriated for special floral displays dur­ 
ing the coming fair. 
The sum of $150 was appropriated to­ 
wards a State pigeon shooting tournament 
during the fair, the same to be under the 
direction of I). J. Stevens, of Elk Grove. 
The entries for races were opened and 
considered, and found to exceed the ex­ 
pectations of the Board in point of num­ 
bers. The runningraees contain from nine 
to twenty-eight entries each. The trotting 
and pacing races filled in every case except 
the 2:22 class, which was referred to the 
Speed Programme Committee for action. 
Our limited space prevents publication in 
full this issue. 
The Board resolved not to permit book- 
making upon the track. 
The outlook at present is very encourag­ 
ing in every department. 
Much space has 
already been engaged in the pavilion. The 
large number of stalls engaged at the Park 
insures a successful exhibition there. Over 
300 cattle stalls have already been engaged, 
and the horse stalls in proportion.

South Carolina, 
Alabama, Mississippi and other Southern 
States, ami stated that in every one of these 
eases, so far as was shown to the people by 
the press, the negro and the Republicans 
were the victims. 
If any ol these outrages 
had been perpetrated on an American citi­ 
zen in Mexico or Canada, Congress would 
not adjourn until it had made provision to 
put the nation in condition for war. K enna 
and Saulsburv protested against the pro­ 
jecting of such language into the debate at 
this time, as it wa^ evidently intended as 
nn electioneering device to aid the Repub­ 
lican fall campaign. 
Texas and Pae'tic Railway. 
N ew Y ork, A ugust 4th.—W istar and the 
Flem ing committee, interested in the re­ 
organization ol the Texas and Pacific Rail­ 
way Company, bad a long conference at 
the office of the Central Trust Company 
yesterday. They failed to agree upon a 
plan for harm onious reorganization, and 
the iriends of the W istar party declared 
subsequently that they would proceed with 
the reorganization, proceeding under the 
original W istar plan. The Flem ing party 
say they, too, will go ahead in the execu­ 
tion of their plan. 
At the m eetting Gen. 
W istar repudiated the insinuation that his 
committee was acting in furtherance of the 
interests of the Missouri-Pacific Railway or 
of J. Gould. The plan subm itted by the 
Flem ing committee was approved in some 
features by the W istar people, but they in­ 
sisted that W istar and his associates should 
be allowed to control tbe process of reor­ 
ganization. The Flem ing committee de­ 
clined to assent to this, but offered to unite 
tbe two committees, placing W istar at the 
head of the new body, but putting the 
work of carrying out tbe plan in the hands 
of a sub-committee of seven, to be com­ 
posed of three W istar members and four 
Flem ing members, President Oleott, of the 
Fleming committee, to be Chairm an of the 
subcom m ittee. The compromise was re­ 
jected by W istar and bis friends. 
T lie T r ia l o f C u ttin g . 
Ri. Paso, August 4th.—The trial of Cut­ 
ting. set for this m orning, was again post­ 
poned until to-morrow. 
The Associated 
t Press news this m orning has produced a 
general confidence in the General Govern­ 
m ent at W ashington, and everyone here 
awaits with anxiety the action of the House 
upon the Cutting resolutions. The recent 
mass meetings liere lacked harm ony, and 
were calculated to arouse the anger of the 
Mexicans across the river—in fact, some of 
the speakers caused our Mexican neighbors 
to fear a mob force for the purpose of lib­ 
erating Cutting.
